POURED OIL IN THE STOVE.

Ex plosion Ig pitcd Clothing and Un­ 
fortunate Child Died 3 Hours 
Later— Was Conscious 
to the End. 
(Sterling Gazette, Nov. 6.) 


Bessie Scotchbrook, the little five 
y ear old daug hter of Mrs. W illiam 
Scotchbrook of Unionv ille, near Mor­ 


rison, was fatally burned Monday a f­ 
ternoon at 3 o’clock and died at 6 
o’clock last evening. The mother of 
the unfortunate child is a widow and 
with three children lives in Union­ 
ville. Two of the 
children 
go to 
school leaving the mother and little 
girl at home alone. Mrs. Scotchbrook 
had put some kindling in the 
stov e 
preparatory tc building a fire, and 
left the room to go into the y ard to 
get some stove wood, and in her ab­ 
sence the little girl poured a quanti­ 
ty of kerosene on the kindling and 
ig ­ 
nited it, with the result that there 
was a sudden ex plosion and the lit­ 
tle victim’s clothing caught fire and 
she was soon enveloped in a mass of 
flames. She immediately rushed into 
the y ard to call her mother, but Mrs. 
Scotchbrook being very much frig h­ 
tened called for a neighbor close 
by 
who came and with an old coat ex ­ 
tinguished the flames, but too late, 
the little girl’s flesh was burned to a 
crisp and in taking clothing 
off the 
flesh pealed off with the shreds of 
garments, and the child died 
after 
three hours. The nerve centers were 
so badly burned that the little child 
suffered no pain and 
was conscious 
to the last, and told her mother that 
she knew she had been 
naug hty but 
would not be so any more. She was 
an especially bright and 
attractiv e 
little girl, an dwiil be sadly missed in 
her home and the community . 


County Coroner J. G. Limerick of 
Rock Falls and jury held an inquest 
over the body this afternoon, 
and 
broug ht in a v erdict of death being 
due to accidental burning . 


The funeral serv ices will be held 
some time Thursday afternoon and 
interment will be made in the Morri­ 
son cemetery .

Gasolene is ten 
time smore dang erous than kerosene. 
We all know that 
to be a fact. 
Then, can y ou afford to risk the life of y our wife, or of y our child, and 
the destruction of y our home by the use of kerosene or g asolene? Think 
of the horrible deaths suffered by such accidents, y ourself, y our wife or 
child (often both) may be the nex t v ictim.
